ORT AU PRINCE, April 2.-—(Ex- 

clusive Dispatch.) So far from 

any improvement in conditions in 
this chaotic republic being shown, the 
outrages are daily growing worse. In 
this city a regular reign of terror has 
been established, rivaling in its hor- 
rors the uprising of Toussiant L’Ouver- 
ture. 

Executions by the government troops 
without trial are increasing daily and 
murders by ignorant soldiers and ne- 
groes are of daily occurrence. 

A detail of soldiers seized Arsene 
Chevry, a poet and writer, who has in 
the past strongly advocated reform on 
government and was known as the 
greatest enemy of voodoocism, which 
is again rampant, and hung him to a 


attack that may be begun at any mo- 
ment. 

No foreigner in this city is safe, and 
all are clamoring for troops from the 
foreign warships, which as yet have 
not been landed. 

So far the government soldiers have 
confined their slaughter to Haytians 
only, but the carnival of bloodshed is 
turning the negroes into a bestial mob, 
whose frenzy may at any moment be 
turned on the whites. 

The Island of Gonaives is now shel- 
tering the white employés of the va- 
rious American export companies do- 
ing business here, and the white men, 
armed to the teeth, will not allow 
Haytian troops even to approach their 
haven of safety. 

Ignorant Hay tains from the Hinter- 
land and the mountains, wholly giv- 
en over to voodoism and savage prac- 
tices. are flocking into the town, - 
ing Presigent’ Alexis'# troops on to 
further outrages, and determined, tt 
sms. to wipe out the entire progress- 
ive element among their own people. 

President Nord Alexis himerelf keeps 
out of sight. It is doubtful if he could 
control his troops now even it he 
would. 

Conditions are hourly becoming more 
critical and it is feared that unless 
men and guns from American war- 
ships are landed quickly. a genera!

He had an ex- 
cellent journey, the arrangements be- 
ing perfect. 

Admiral Evans was greatly touched 
by the kindness and enthusiagm dis- 
played en route from San Diego. He 
wag not fatigued by the journey and 
feels confident of an early recovery of 
his strength. 

The admiral was given his choice of 
a suite of rooms and was greatly 
pleased with the abundance of flowers 
found in them, ordered by the ad- 
mirals of his fleet. 

He was examined by two doctors 
and his condition reported to be ex- 
cellent. 

At present Admiral Evans is suffer- 
ing with no acute ailments, only a 
great loss of strength and weight, as 
the result of constant attacks of in- 
flammatory rheumatism since Jan- 
uary 6. The doctors are certain that 
the air and baths will soon bring back 
both strength and weight. Daily baths 
were recommended and were begun 
this afternoon, and the patient hopes 
soon to enjoy drives. 

The admiral sees no visitors as yet 
as quiet is recommended. It is too 
early to form plans but he feels con- 
fident of rejoining the fleet at the sea- 
port cities.

CARS COLLIDE 
IN DENSE FOG.

Fatal Wreck on Los Angeles- 
Pacific Railway. |

Two Men Killed and Many 
Others Injured. 


— — 


Every Person Aboard More 
or Less Hurt. 


A head-on collision on the Los Ange- 
les-Pacific Rallway between a west- 
bound Santa Monica car and an in- 
bound coach of the Playa del Rey line, 
shortly after daybreak yesterday, re- 
sulted in the death of two men, proba- 
ble fatal injuries to one other, and 
more or less serious hurts to twenty 
passengers. 

The accident occurred at Rosemary 
station, near Sawtelle, during a heavy 
fog. The front vestibules of both cars 
were smashed, and not a man on either 
vehicle escaped without some injury. 

Most of the sufferers were employed 
in the oi! fields near Sawtelle, and were 
on their way to work. The collision 
occurred on a single track, upon which 
men have been at work laying a broad- 
gauge. It is thought the crew of the in- 
bound car was trying to reach the 
switch at Vineyard to leave the track 
clear for the out-bound coach. 

Owing to a fog the motorman of the 
out-bound car did not see the oncom- 
ing Playa dei Del coach till a second 
before the accident occurred. He 
jammed on the emergency brakes, but 
the collision could not be averted. 

The car with the oil workers left the 
station in Los Angeles shortly after 6 
o'clock yesterday morning. After clear- 
ing the city a heavy bank of fog was 
encountered.

YE-OPENING 
ORANGE TRIP. 


Twenty-five Cars of Choice Fruit 
Going to lowa on Special 
Fast Train. 


One of the biggest single ex- 
cursions ever sent out of South- 
ern California will leave Los 
Angeles tomorrow for lowa, and 
orange growers, especially, will 
watch its movements with in- 
terest. It is to be a solid train 
of oranges—nearly 10,000 boxes 
of them, all told—and it should 
reach its destination within a 
week. The value of this ship- 
ment is placed at $25,000, or 
$1000 a car, and, if allyis well, 
the return to the growers will 
be a little more than half that 
amount. The shipment is of 
the choicest fruit grown. 

For six months the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange has 
been advertising oranges es- 
tensively throughout the East, 
including particularly the rich 
agricultural regions of Iowa in 
the campaign, and this special 
train goes forward to meet the 
demand that exists in that sec- 
tion. 

Each of the twenty-five cars 
will be decorated on either side 
with a banner sixteen feet long 
and six feet high, words in 
green and orange, telling of the 
origin and destination of the 


cargo. A special messenger 
will accompany the train, and 
ne will make daily reports to 


the various distributing points 
and to the home office as to the 
progress of the train. The prin- 
cipal points at which the fruit 
will be distributed are Des 
Moines. Cedar Rapids, Daven- 
port and Waterloo, Iowa, and 
Moline and Rock Island, III., 
the latter two cities just across 
the Mississippi River from Dav- 
enport.

NEW TURN IN LITIGATION OVER 
IRRIGATION WATER. 

Fiank Move by Power Company is 

Promised and the Legal Tide May 

Switch in Favor of Ranchers on 

Technical Defense in the California | 

Development Company's Case. 


— 


A new angle may develop in the bit- 
ter struggle between the New Liverpool 
Salt Company and the California De- 
velopment Company, which was re- 
newed yesterday before United States 
Judge Wellboru on fresh contempt pro- 
ceedings taken against Epes Randolph 
and other officers of the ditch corpora- 
tion. It is believed the Holton Power 
Company and all the independent water 
companies of the Imperial Valley will 
become parties to the tremendous fight, 
which involves more than $15,000,000 
worth of irrigated ranches in the val- 


The Holton Power Company and the 
independent water companies are not 
bound dy the injunction directed 
against the California Development 
Company. From it they obtained water 
that was used for irrigation and for 
furnishing electric power. If a proper 
showing can be made to the court that 
the logical result of the injunctive 
clause of the decree which has caused 
so much trouble will be to stop all fac- 
tories dependent upon the power com- 
pany and to dry up the irrigating 
ditches of the various water companies, 


to prevent the 
strict interpretation of its provisions. 

According to their views of the de- 
cree, the settlers are entitled to a rea- 
sonable amount of water flowi from 
the canals and this use naturally re- 
sults in a small ameunt of waste water 
flowing into the Salton Sink. But if 
the water that goes into the sink is 
not more than the evaporation, it is 
difficult to see what damage the New 
Liverpool Salt Company can claim, in- 
asmuch as Ms lands would not be clear 
of water by natural evaporation for 
many years, if at all. 

It is further held that the salt com- 
pany already has obtained a large 
amount of damages, approximating 
$450,000, and never expects to work 
land overflowed,, even if it should once 
more become dry. During the height 
of the irrigation season it is believed 
that no waste water will flow into the 
sink. At present there is a slight flow, 
owing to the necessity for keeping the 
in@ake free of silt. 

In the affidavits fled in court yester- 
day by Randolph, Corey and Hermann, 
it is stated that the officers of the com- 
pany endeavored to keep within the 
provisions of the injunction, but all of 
them were uncertain as to the 
meaning of the decree. 

Randolph declares in his sworn state- 
ment that the residents of the I 
Valley must be supplied with water at 
all hagards, and that these conse- 
quently is a slight amount of waste 
water flowing into the sink. He asks 
for the instructions of the court as to 
the legal method of supplying the irri- 
gation water from the canal. 

Counter-affidavits were ted by 
the New Liverpool Salt Company, 
which claimed that the officers of the 
irrigating company were violating the 


letter of the injunctive ree. 
Attorney Barker was in court as 
counsel for the Holton Power Com- 


pany. He closely followed the contempt 
proceedings, and it is believed he is 
preparing to step into the contest with 
a flank movement that may save the 
day for the anxious settlers of the Im- 


perial Valley. 
The hearing will be resumed this 


morning. Judge Wellborn has not 
given any intimation as to his probable

They 
declare their approval in the main of the Dingley 
Act now in force. The present tariff schedules 
are the best ever known because the most protec- 
tive and because they extend the benefits of pro- 
tection over all the important industries of the 
country. The farmers get the benefit in equal 
measure with manufacturers, and the duties are 
sufficiently high to protect labor in this country 
from competition with starvation wages in other 


The Indiana Republicans. are worthy of imitation 
in What they leave unsaid as much as for what they 
say. There is no taint of Populism in the decla- 
ration of principles set forth in Indiana. Unfortu- 
nately that is more than can be said of Republican 
expression in other States. 

Mr. Hemenway, in our opinion, fell into an error 
of detail in his address to the Indiang conven- 
tion.

The man on the defensive wins no 
battle. He must strike, not parry, if he 
knock out the other fellow. 


HE RIDDLE OF THE AGE. : 

The old question, “When is a door not a 
door?” has been superseded by the riddle of the 
age, “when is whisky not whisky?” Even the 
Pure Food Law does not answer the query, al- 
though it makes a great bluff at it, while the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica frankly remarks: It is not 
easy at the present day to define whisky.” 

Now there is nothing half so worrisome as an 
unsolved problem. People hate to give it up; they 
keep on going back to it to see if they cannot find 
the solution. And so it is with whisky. Some 
people stay with it all the time, determined not 
to be beaten, but they are frequently overcome. 

If there is one nation more addicted to whisky 
than any other it is the British—which includes 
of course the Irish and the Scotch, the original 
makers of “usquebaugh,” the water of life, which 
formerly was used as a medicine, but now serves 
to rob people of their brains. The British, being 
the largest manufacturers and the largest con- 
sumers, have suddenly shown a desire to know 
what is whisky and what is not, so their govern- 
ment has appointed a royal commission to see if 
it can find out.

world. He lives happily with his family, and is 
bringing up his children well. 

Helen Gould is disqualified by her sex from 
managing great railroad systems, but she has 
found important use for her time and money. 
There are probably few happier women in 
the country in “her single blessedness than 
this inheritor of a great fortune, apparently con- 
demned to a life of idleness.
